1, 1959, Schwartz spent almost
60 years in the metal and
smelting business in the West.
He was one of the pioneers of
the metal industry on the Pa-
cific Coast and was known as
a “dean” of metal men in the
United States. In 1955 Maurice
D. Schwartz, his son and co-
founder, succeeded him in the
presidency.
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SINCE AUGUST, 1943 the
Pacific Smelting Co. has grown
from a small, poorly equipped
back street operation to the
finest most modern and pro-

gressive secondary zinc plant
in the United States. Today it
is one of the most diversified
zinc smelters in the world,
having units that can_process
every type of zinc raw ma-
terial available,

Just as in its beginning, the
Pacific Smelting Co. has only
one plant with no outside
branches. Its home, as always,
is Torrance. The original
owners are still operating the
plant, with all the stockhold-
